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Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-17, 21-22, 24 and 27 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Jian (US 2003/0002809; also to the analogous reference 
US 6981804). 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious an interior surface of the spacer 
substrate being angled and being coated with. a reflective material in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 2-1 1 and 13-16 are allowed by 
virtue of dependency. 

Claim 12 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 

combination, fails to disclose or render obvious above the sealer substrate, an isolator 

stack including first and second polarizers and a Faraday rotator sandwiched between 

the first and second polarizers in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base 

claim. 

Claim 21 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a ledge formed by differing widths 
between the mount substrate and the spacer substrate, the metalized trench being in 
the ledge in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claim 22 is 
allowed by virtue of dependency. 
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Claim 24 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a ledge formed by differing widths between the mount 
substrate and the spacer substrate, the electrical contact for the optoelectronic device 
being on the ledge in combination with, the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 
Claim 27 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a mating feature surrounding the optical element, the 
mating feature for mating the optical apparatus with another structure and providing 
separation between the optical element and the another structure in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the base claim.
